Now history teaches no lesson 
more clearly than this, that a nation 
shall not keep for itself alone what 
it will not or cannot properly use. 
The Spaniards had had their chance 
with Texas and failed; 
it was time 
for the M- xieans to try 
School His­ 
tory of Texas by 
Baker, Botts and 
Ramsdell. 
Then w< find that in 1820 Mosts 
Austin visited the Spanish post at San 
Vntonio, and secured permission to 
settIe threi hundred families in the 
state, 
ll* died, but his son, Stephen 
F. Austin, takes up the work and in 
1921, we find him near Old Washing­ 
ton on the Brazos, with a few immi­ 
grants, the first real Aim rican foot­ 
hold in Texas. 
So, should we attempt to celebrate 
the beginning of Texas as an Ameri­ 
can colony, we would be forced to 
ignore the date which really marked 
the beginning. It is past. It is either 
1820, when Moses secured Spain’s 
permission; 
or it is 1821, the date 
of his son’s arrival with the settlers! 
There is no date from 182 1 to 
1835 that stands out as marking any 
worthwhile event, unless we attach 
undue significance to Edward’s decla­ 
ration, in 1825, that Texas was inde­ 
p en d en t ot Mexico, aud naming it the 
Republic of Fredonia! 
But no one 
would think of doing that. 
The whole course- of e v e n ts from 
I s 21 to 1835 was one of aggressive 
inpouring of Americans, and inter- 
m cene s t r if e in Mexico, which had in 
the meantime won its independence 
from Spain. 
Of course1 during tiles- fourteen or 
fifteen years T« xas was incubating, 
hut Texas did not have its real birth 
until March 2. 1835.
